The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As argued by 
applicant, none of the prior art of record teaches or discloses lithographic projection apparatus 
comprising a height mapping system located at the measurement station comprising at least one 
sensor constructed and arranged both to measure positions of a plurality of points on a surface of 
the substrate and to measure a position of the physical reference surface in the first direction. 
Also, none of the prior art of record teaches or discloses a lithographic apparatus which measurea 
position of the second object table in the first direction simultaneously with the measurement of 
at least one of the positions of the plurality of points on the surface of the substrate and the 
position of the physical reference surface.
